HOW  TO  MAKE  YOUR  COOK- 
ING A SUCCESS 

(Submitted  by  the  head  chef  of  the  Hotel 
McAlbilt  Castoria.) 

1.  — Select  a dozen  beady-eyed  prunes,  age  be- 
ing of  no  consequence,  for  no  matter  how  youth- 
ful a prune  may  be  it  has  wrinkles.  Peal  care- 
fully and  boil  in  cold  water  for  one  hour.  Xow 
place  in  incubator  for  one  hour,  secure  old  goul- 
ash, cut  .same  into  one-inch  strips,  French  fry, 
flavor  with  rain-water  and  mix  with  prunes. 
Great  care  must  now  be  exercised.  Draw  a pic- 
ture of  a small-sized  hen.  pluck  feathers  there- 
from. knead  carefully,  .soak  in  kerosene  with  the 
above  mixture  and  run  through  a cement-mixer.
